IARU HF Championships and WRTC 2000 


The Olympic Games of Radio Contesting will be held in conjunction with the [ARU 
HF Championship over twenty-four hours next weekend. 


The contest will run from noon on Saturday to noon on Sunday. 
The World Radio Team Championship will be held in Slovenia where fifty-three two 
man teams will battle it out using similar stations spread over Northeastern Slovenia 


with the event based in the town of Bled. 


Qualification to enter the event was based on the results achieved over a range of 
contests over several years. Unfortunately, no EI operators qualified this time around. 


EI will be represented in Bled by Dave EI4BZ and Jim EI8GS who will be operating 
an observer station in the contest. 


There are several attractive awards available for working the WRTC stations A special 
WRIC T-shirt will be awarded to any EU station making more than 160 QSOs with 
the WRTC stations who will be callsigns in the SSOOA to S599Z series. 


Prizes will be awarded for working all WRTC stations either mixed, all CW, all SSB 
or single band. 


To claim any of the awards, your log must be submitted no later than August 15th. 
The contest exchange is signal report plus ITU Zone. Members of the IARU 
Administrative council and the three regional executive committees will send AC, R1, 
R2 or R3 as appropriate. 


Multipliers are ITU Zones, National Society Stations and IARU officials. 


You may enter as Phone only, CW only or Mixed Mode.
